The French, 
we underltand, have not put their threat of invading 
Portugal into execution ; but no doubt is entertained of 
their determination to attempt the conqueft of that coun- 
try. At the fame time letters arrived at the Admiral- 
ty, from Earl St Vincent, dated from the Bay of Gi- 
braltar, the 14th of laft month,

‘ Accounts from Holland have been received, which 
reprefent the interior of the country ina yet more dread- 
ful ftate, from the late-inundations, than any of ‘the 
printed ftatements that came by the mails. Private let- 
ters {peak of fome thoufands of lives loft in confequence 
of perfons being expofed to the feverity of the weather, 
after having been driven from their tenements by the 
floods to elevated fituations. 

FROM THE SUN. 

Since the treaty concluded at Campo Formio by er- 
ror and bad faith, the object of the Cabinet of Vienna 
has been to-fecure the eventual advantages which the 
fecret articles of that-treaty-ftipulated for it, while that 
ofthe Cabinet of the Luxembourg has been to fruftrate 
thefe, and fuch has been, though mingled with feveral 
Coincident queftions, the principal objeg&t of the tidicu- 
lous and foolifh Congrefg-at-Raftadt, and of the epifo- 
dital conferences. at Seltz : This miferable: little: war- 
fare of temporizing intrigue’ on the one part, and of 
active intrigue on the other, has been as fatal to the for- 
mer as_profifable to the Jatter, and it could not be o- 
therwife ; far while the Cabinet of Vienna had only 
one plain political object, the-French had another, that 
of revolutionary politics—while their plenipotentiaries at 
Raftadt faced the Imperial deputies in a war of intrigue 
and form, and while the Direétory kept the Court of 
Vienna in check on the diplomatic field, they waged 
elfewhere a real war in revolutionizing the Ecclefia(tical 
States, Switzerland, Piedmont, the kingdom of Naples, 
and thus made monftrous advances, while the others 
remained ftationary on the line of diplomatic etiquette. 

This difference in the refpective pofitions of the con- 
rating Powers was inevitable, beoaufe it neceffarily 
refulted from the miftaken fituation in- which-one of 
them placed itfelf, and in which the other with fatis- 
faction faw .it placed. ‘In concluding the treaty of 
Campo Formio, by which it facrificed the Low Coun- 
tries and the Milancfe, for which it received Venice, 
a compenfation very inadequate to the abandonment of 
Mentz, one had no réafon to doubt that the Court of 
Vienna promifed itfelf more confiderable advantages 
from its fecret articles. ; 

_It was natural that this political myftery, fhould in- 
fpire the other Powers with ‘miftrait and alarm, and 
more particularly that which had been the conftant ri- 
val of the Houfe of Auftria, and it was a natural con- 
fequence that the Court of Berlin {hould, from that 
time, crofs,. as much as it could, the withes and con- 
duct of that of Vienna; this has in. fa& happened, and 
is what the Directory expected, and what it had prin- 
cipally ip contemplation bythe formation of that treaty.
